The bill in the legislature to authorize the 
inspection of all ballot boxes is also to wait. 
One of the lawyers said the matter would 
be decided one way or another in a few days. 

The new president will have little authority 
in the board. Even the function of naming 
committees ig to be taken away from him. 
At the next meeting of the board the repub- 
licans intend to put through a resolution pro- 
viding that the committee on rules shall se- 
lect committees and that the decisions of the 
committee on rules shall be altered by noth- 
ing less than a three-fourths vote—a ma- 
jority that Tammany could never get, even 
should all the plain municipal ownership 
members flop over. By means of this scheme 
the republicans will have entire control over 
the reapportionment of the assembly dis- 
tricts to be made this year. 


Bingham Says on Square. 

Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, the new police 
commissioner, and his secretary, Daniel G. 
Slattery, walked into headquarters this aft- 
ernoon, and, after exchanging courtesies 
with the outgoing commissioner, McAdoo, 
went to the trial room where ali the inspec- 
tors and captains were waiting to mtet him. 

“T am giad to meet you,” said he. “ You 
look like a manly lot of officers.. I love a 
man and try to be a man myself. Now I’m 
not going to make a speech, but I want to 
say a word. 3 

‘““T’ve been sent for to come here to doe 
certain piece of work, and I’m gojng to do it if 
I can andif Il havethestrength. I want to 
talk to you heart to heart.

—no suspicions. We start on the level. But by 
the nine gods of war, you've got to deal with 
me on the level, as I shall deal with you.

Mother Goes Home After New Year’s 
Dinner; Finds Gas Turned On. 


A strange death, probably suicide, puzzled 
the police of Hyde Park last night. Earl 
Dean, 14 years old, was the victim. He was 
found dead in the kitchen of his mother’s 
flat, 271 Fifty-fifth street. The boy’s head 
and shoulders rested on a pillow in the oven 
of a gas range with the unlighted gas escap- 
ing from the burners under it. His hands 
were tied behind him and his feet were bound 
with one of his mother’saprons. A handker- 
chief was knotted loosely about his neck. 

The fact that the youth was bound and 
that the back door of the flat, in which he 
was alone, was unlocked, gave rise toa strong 
suspicion of murder. Nothing in the rooms, 
however, had been touched. Furthermore, 
the placing of the cushion beneath the lad’s 
head was taken as evidence of preparation 
for taking his own life, a precaution that 
probably no murderer would have taken. 


Employed in University Press. 

Young Dean lived alone with his mother, 
Mrs. Mary Dean, whose chief support he 
was. He was employed in the shipping de- 
partment of the University of Chicago press, 
being a strong boy, larger than most of his 
age. There was extra work on hand at the 
office of the press during the day and Ear! 
went to work at noon. 

Mrs. Dean spent the afternoon with Mrs. 
F. H. Seldon, 895 Fifty-seventh street, it 
having been arranged that her son should 
join her there at dinner time. The after- 
noon’s work at the printing shop being 
finished at 5 o'clock, Earl promptly went to 
Mrs. Seldon’s house. 

Saying he had an errand at his mother’s 
flat, the boy protested that he wanted to go 
there before dinner time. His mother gave 
him the key and he departed, it being under- 
stood that he would return later, and, in the 
evening, go back to the Presse to finish the 
task hehad been engaged on. 

Dinner time came and went and Earl did 
not appear at the Seldon flat. Mrs. Dean be- 
came worried at 8 o'clock and, with Mrs. sel- 
don’s small boy, went toherrooms. Sherang 
the bell, then knocked loudly on the front 
door, but there was no response. The odor of 
gas reached her, and fears that something 
was wrong seized her. 


Child Goes Through Transom. 


Her small companion was lifted to the 
transom, wiggled his way through, and 
dropped down on the interior of the apari- 
ment. Once within he hastily drew ‘back the 
spring lock atid opened the door. 

Mrs, Dean rushed in, braving the fumes that 
filled the hall and rooms as she advanced. 
She called for Earl, and, receiving no reply, 
pushed on to the kitchen. There her son lay, 
his legs hanging out over the floor, his head 
and shoulders supported in the open oven of 
the gas range. 

A momentary glance, and a brief pressure 
on the boy’s pulse filled the mother with the 
fear that he was dead. The next thonght 
was that it might not be too late. 

Racing across the room, she seized the 
knob of the door leading to the rear porch, 
The door yielded readily, for * was not 
locked. With the tnrush of fresh air, Mrs. 
Dean was strengthened to return to her task.

around Karl’s ankles. This the mother tore 
away. 

The silk handkerchief around his neck she 
left, for it was not tight. Her efforts to re- 
suscitate the boy proving unavailing, Mrs.

‘My Oughton; °5410° Jetterson*evenue. The 
physician came back to the flat with her, 
but all he could tell the mother was that the 
boy was dead. He tried to nevive him, but 
to no purpose. 

“The cord was eut from his wrists before 
I was called,” Dr. Oughton said later in the 
evening. ‘“ But tt had left its imprint in the 
flesh. There can be no doubt that he was 
tied securely. That is as far as I can go. 
Whether he was murdered or ended his own 
life IT cannot know.” 

The police at the Hyde Park police station 
were of the opinion that young Dean com- 
mitted suicide. They pointed to the cushion 
beneath the head and said he ould have 
tied his own wrists fast by means of a slip 
knot, They also said the fact that nothing 
had been disturbed in the rooms indicated 
to them that no intruder had been in them. 


Came Here a Year Ago.

Mrs. Gardner Is Noncommittal. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 1.—Mrs, John L. Gard- 
ner; who owns the art collection in the Fen- 
way, this city, would not discuss today the 
dispatch from Rome concerning the disap- 
pearance of the picture “Christ with the 
Cross,” by Giorgione, except to say that 
she knew nothing of the disappearance of a 
noted painting from Vicenza. 

However, the public catalogue of Mrs. 
Gardner’s art collection indicated that it con- 
tains Giorgione’s picture “‘ Head of Christ,” 
and that this picture came from the Casa 
Loschi, Vicenza. | 

An inquiry among artists in this city to- 
day developed the opinion that the Giorgione 
picture catalogued in Mrs. Gardner’s collec- 
tion is undoubtedly the same referred to as 
having disappeared from the Losohi palace 
at Vicenza. 


Known as Same Picture. 


It was pointed out that in a book upon 
Giorgione the statement is found that the 
picture known as “ Christ Bearing the 
Cross,’ formerly in the Casa Loschi at Vi- 
cenza, now belongs to Mrs. Gardner of Bos-

“I would give all the wealth I have—every- 
thing in the world—if I could have him back 
and we could be lovers as we once were."’

About twelve years ago there lived in St. 
John’s Wood, a well known suburb of Lon- 
don, specially favored by artists, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jules Goodman. Goodman was aclever 
black and white artist. Both heand his wife 
were natives of Chicago.

Some of these informers, it is said, are men 
high in the councils of the companies, who are 
fearful as to what the district attorney may 
do and are willing to tell what they know in 
the hope of protecting themselves. 


Jerome to Take Action. 


That Jerome surely will proceed agairst 
some of the men whose namee have been 
dragged into the scandal is the opinion heid 
by many lawyers who have been interested 
in recent developments.

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PRINTERS TALK OF SUITS, 


THREATS AGAINST EMPLOYERS 
WHO SIGNED CONTRACTS. 


Damages Will Be Demanded from 
Those Who Refase to Put Eight 
Hour Rule Into Force Today—Ty- 
pothete Prepared to Fill Places of 
Deserters — Nonunion Compositors 
Attend New Year’s Banquet at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel.

Damage suits are threatened by Typo- 
graphical union No. 16 against printing firms 
which refuse .to abide by contracts made 
with the union calling for the eight hour day, 
beginning this morning. Officials of the 
union and attorneys held a conference yes- 
terday and decided to take this step to com- 


pel. the fulfillment of the.existing -agree- 


ments. 

About forty concerns, employing approx!i- 
mately 200 compositors, are involved. The 
majority of the firms have given no Indica- 
tion regarding the attitude which they will 
assume today toward the contracts. A few 
haye signified their intention of ignoring the 
agreements. 


Contract to Be Contested. 

A clause in the contracts stipulates that 
the employers shall grant the eight hour 
day if it is generally adopted in Chicago. 
The employers say this condition has not 
been fulfilled because the twenty-six largest 
shops in the city still are working on a nine 
hour basis. The union, on the other hand, 
asserts that three-fourths of the union print- 
ers will start this morning on dn eight hour 
basis. 

“We have consulted our attorneys and 
have determined to test the legality of our 
eight hour contracts with the employers,” 
said President Edwin R. Wright of the un- 
ion. ‘‘ Contracts between employers and a 
labor union have been held by the courts in 
some states to be valueless, yet recently in 
New York a ‘closed’ shop contract was 
upheld by a court.” 


Typothetae Ready for Fight. 


Preparations were completed by the Typo- 
thete firms in anticipation of many nonunion 
deseftions. Secretary Hamm and his agents 
said they had 100 nonunion men in readiness 
to take the places of printers who quit work. 
The union men Geclared that a big “* round- 
up "of the strikebreakers had been effected 
and that one-third of the forces in the Typo- 
thete shops would be found missing this 
morning. ’ 

The strike of the photo engravers, whic 
comes as a new development in the printera’ 
struggle, did not give much concern to the 
Typothetee firms. It was said that the strike 
will not spread further than the shop of R. 
R. Dorinelley & Sons Co. Twenty-four men 
will quit there today. The Donnelley firm 
will have its work done outside the city.

CITY LIKE-A NIGHTMARE, 


Loren H. Bi Knox’Declares This 
; i a bE oh ae ; 

_ Town Is Symbolized by 
Barnard’s Statue. 


The typical Chicagoan is no longer an An- 
gie-Saxon but a foreign composite iin the 
opinion of Loren Hi B. Knox, a young at- 
torney who, in an article in the January 
Atlantic Monthly, gives his “ impressions of 
Chicago faces,” He finds the nearest ex- 
pression of that composite to be Barnard's 
atatue representing the struggle between in- 
tellectual and brute self. ci 

The purely American cast of physiognomy 
prevalent in the east is the ‘rare exception 
in Chicago streéts, says Mr. Knox, the prin- 
cipal types being Teutons, Celts, Jews, Scan- 
dinavians, and Slavs, Although ‘the life of 
the city is assimilating these types slowly, 
the progress toward higher ideals of exist- 
ence as realized by. the pure Anglo-Saxon 
is proportionately slow, the attorney believes. 

‘In elaborating his theme Mr. Knox d@éclares 
that the spirit of Chicago life is dominated 
by a gross commercialism from the thrall. 
of which only some future generation can be. 
expected to escape. 


Finds Few American Faces. 
“ Unquestionable American counte 
are Comparatively rare in the streets in the 
heart of the city, where are daily assembled 
@ proportionate representation of Chicago's 
entire population,’’ the lawyer said, ‘ Only 


1 in a few localities of its business district are 


American faces so numerous in the streets 
as to be continuously evident. Four blocks 


| on the east side of State street adjacent to 


the great retail emporiums of the higher 
grade, four blocks in- Wabash avenue where 
are art, music, and book stores, and three ; 
blocks in Michigan avenue from the Art in- 
stitute southward, are the channels where, 
like those immemorial, stationary hillocks of 
water in the whirlpool rapids of Niagara, 
Anericans are prominently and perpetually 
thrown out of the seething currents of aliens 
which flood the. other highways.”’ 


Shocked by the Foreigners. 
Speaking of the rapid manner in which 


into Americans the author says: 

‘“*They learn the latest comic opera tunes, 
shout themselves hoarse at ball games, 
imitate cheaply the prevailing styles of dress, 
go by boat in sumnmier with the crowds on 
dollar excursions to Michigan resorts. Hun- 
gary,Q\Poland, Italy, Germany, fade from 
the faces and the hearts of such youth. They 
are now as characteristically Chicagoan as 
are the children of Vermonters who came 
here before the civil war. : Indeed, they are 
so in a truer sense, for their greater num- 
bers make them a more prominent type.” 


Overcome by Money Dragon. 


As trade was the reason for the founding 
of Chicago so trade, says Mr. Knox, has ce- 
based the lives of its citizens. The attorney 
admits the power of the Chicago environ- 
ment to modify the low class foreign type, 
but then continues: 

** Materialism, drudgery, and worry are 
written on the faces of the crowd. Unrelieved 
toil, weariness in money. seeking, rivalry in 
display, artificial, soulless flat life, the mo- 
notonous surroundings of numberless miles 
of commonplace, indistinguishable brick and 
stone dwellings, seem ‘to have their effect in 
denying lightness, happiness, and peace of 


Young men, college graduates, in professions 
and business, to whom life should present a 
spiritually inspiring aspect, are surely over- 
come by the dragon of money getting, and fall 
into its procession of careworn captives.” 


Buildings Are “Utilitarian.” 

The attempts so far to break away from 
this materialistic existence, he says, have 
been sporadic and made by “ select dissent- 
ers who seek to allay the ravages of the 
organic ailment by such antidotes as libra- 
ries, orchestral music, art exhibitions, uni- 
versity influences, and social settigments. 
Chicago, however, is fundamentally true to 
the principles of its origin. ... Its buildings 
reflect the mentality of the people, being 
purely utilitarian, imitative in design, dull 
brown, dull gray, and dull red in color, to 
match the sooty air. Its famous skyscrapers, 
quickly growing, vast, and box like, in 
scarcely a single instance are distinguished 
for architectural grace or adornment. All 
these structures epitomize the population, 
great and strong, but only emerging from 
the crudity of haste and necessity. 

‘* Yet the perceptible evolution of the Chi- 
cago masses is always suggestive of that 
piece of statuary by Barnard, inspired by 
Hugo’s words: ‘I feel two natures strug- 
gling within me,’ in which the uprising, in- 
tellectual man is leaving his prostrate, brut- 
ish self. But in this community one feels 
that on the animal side, aiding it against 
the aspiring spirit, is the thralldom of un- 
ceasing toil.’’ 


Men Interested in Markets. 

The stamp of the Chicago man, continues 
the author, is “‘the business countenance, 
clear, alert, but hardly indicating anything 
beyond a contemplation of profits, markets, 
and securities. One thinks how resourceful, 
how unrivaled such men are in a business 
setting, with a fitness for their environment 
like that of a cow puncher for his on the 
great plains; yet this hypercritical reflection 
intrudes—how utterly they in their self-sat- 
isfaction would suxuer intellectual abasement 
in the air of Oxford, Baireuth, or Florence.” 


Women, Too, Are Dreadful. 

In the Chicago woman the attorney finds 
qualities similar to the gross characteristics 
of the man. He says: 

“A summary of’ blurred, routine pano- 
ramas of: passing femininity, extending 
through years, would emphasize, as traits 
of American women of Chicago, calculation, 
independence, shrewdness, experience of the 
world, love of the insignia of affluence. Cer-

Speaker at Nationel Holiday Meeting 
of Colored People Discloses Plans, 
Which Are Under Way Already.

Joseph Henderson, founder and president 
of the league for the protection of the negro 
race, was oneofthespeakers. He attributed 
the lack of strength of the colored people to 
“ political desertion.”” He said the condi- 
tion of the negro was worse now than twen- 
ty-five years ago. 


‘We no longer see many friends in con- 


gress,"’ observed Mr. Henderson. “In the 
White house, however, is a broad minded, 
patriotic citizen. For Theodore Roosevelt 
as a citizen we colored people have nothing 
but praises. But as a president, Roosevelt 
has said nothing, has done nothing for the 
negro,"”

Frank Phiscator Gives Last 


Cent to Opium Fiend and 
Takes Own Life. 


COULD NOT SAVE MONEY. 


Once a Fruit Farmer in Mich- 
igan, He Became Rich 
in Alaska. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 1.—[Special.j— 
Frank Phiscator, a “ Klondike millionaire,” 
who joined the original gold stampede from 
Eagle City to the mines, and who built the 
first house in Dawson, died last night from 
wounds in the throat which he inflicted while 
depressed after a debauch. 

He was the host yesterday of two men and 
two women in the rear room of a saloon. 
On drinks he® spent $100 and then he gave 
$100 to each of his companions. When he 
came out he hadn’t a cent. An opium fiend 
begged him for a quarter. Phiscator went 
back and asked the barkeeper to loan him 
$5. The man passed out $20, but Phiseator 
took only $5. This he gave to the opium 
fiend, who wept at the unexpected generosity. 
Then the Klondiker went to his hotel and 
slashed. his throat with a razor. 

Phiscator was married twice, hut divorced 
each time. His last wife was a waiter girl 
at St. Joseph, Mich., whom he wedded two 
hours after he first met her. \ 

He still owned two claims on Bonanga creek 


| from which he drew a largerevenue. On one 


of his claims he picked up a nugget which 
sold for $10,944. . 


His Career in St. Joseph. 

St. Joseph, Mich., Jan. 1.—[Special.}— 
Frank Phiscator for several years was the 
owner of a small fruit farm near Baroda, a 
village seven miles south of this city, and 
later became known as the “ Klondike Gold 
King,’ having located claims in the Yukon 
district following the discovery of gold in 
Alaska valued at over $200,000, 

After the discovery of gold in Alaska was 
announced Phiscator mortgaged his farm 
and journeyed tothe north. Upon reaching 
the gold fields he had but $100, with which he 
employed an old prospector. They jowr- 
neyed southward through the Yukon district 
and set their first stakes tn the Snake river 
territory. After two months’ labor pay dirt 
with a much larger percentage of gold was 
found than was reported from any other 
prospector in any other district in the Yukon 
territory. Phiscator’s success in his first 
venture enabled him to buy inree other 
claims in the Snake river district. These 
claims also proved of great value. 

Upon returning to Baroda Phiscator mate 
a sensation. He left a poor farmer and Fe- 
turned in a special car, clad in broadcloth, 
wearing a silk nat, and carrying a large gold 
headed cane. 

One of Phiscator’s first acts after return- 
ing home was to provide for all the members 
of his family. He purchased farms foreach 
of his three brothers and two sisters, and 
also to his aged mother. 

Phiscator before returning to the gold fields 
bought four horses, several runabouts, three 
sleighs, and a closed hack, which he trans- 
ported t6 Dawson City.

PROSPEROUS CHICAGO. * 

The material progress of Chicago during 
1905 was recorded in last Sunday’s Tris- 
uns in figures of gratifying magnitude. The 
value of manoufactures of the year was 
$1,200,874,000, an increase of 25 per cent 
over 1904. The importance of’a city is not 
to be gauged by the size of its population 
but by the indusfrial efficiency of its citi- 
gens. It does not matter much whether 
Chicago has more or less than 2,000,000 in- 
habitants. The productivity of its popule-. 
tion is the only really interesting question. 
The statistics compiled by Tux Trisunz 
leave no room for doubt onthat point. The 
people have not been sitting with folded 
arms. 

The statistics are a sufficient answer to 
the statement, which would be distressing 
if it were true, that manufacturers are 
being driven away from Chicago. Ifa few 
h&ve gone, many have come, and have been 
industriously at work. The iron and steel. 
men have been phenomenally active, but 
those engaged in other industries, large and 
small, have displayed a higher degree of 
activity than ever before. 

The value of the wholesale trade of the 
city last year was $1,521.937,000. In 1904 
it was $1,814,525,000. When the teamsters’ 
strike was fairly under way, and there 
seemed no prospect of its immediate cessa- 
tion, many cities thought they saw their 
opportunity in Chicago’s difficulties, and 
they reached out to get the trade which they 
believed this: city could not retain. They 
were unsuccessful. The strike does not ap- 
pear to have had any effect on wholesale 
trade. There was a greater percentage of 
gain last year than in 1904. 

The bank clearings rose to $10, 141,764,- 
000, being an Increase of $1,151,781,000 over 
1904. The postal receipts showed an in- 
crease of $1,197,000 and the interna! revenue 
coliections of $605,000, Permits were taken 
out during the year for the construction of 
buildings’ which will cost $63,836,000. The 
figures for 1904 were $44,602, 000, In what- 
ever quarter one looks the evidences present 
themselves that the last twelvemonth was a 
period of wholesome a and unusual 


prosperity. 


The year was a prosperous one throughout 
the country—on the farms and in the fac- 
tories. Chicagoans have shared in the pros- 
perity, and they deserved to, for they have 
been hard workers. ‘They have contributed 
their full quota, and something more, of the 
total national output of products, and unless 
all signs fail they will do even better in 1906.

DOES INSURANCE COST TOO MUCH? 

The Independent has recently published 
two papers by life insurance experts dis- 
cussing the question whether insurance costs 
too much. In the first paper Mr. Rufus 
W. Weeks, actuary of the New York Life, 
at premiums cannot safe- 
ly be lowered. In fixing. premiums three 
things must be taken into gccount, mor- 
tality, company expenses, and interest. Mr. 
Weeks sees no figns of a decline in mortal- 
ity. He believes recent exposures will 
cause a reduction in the expenses of some 
companies, but he anticipates a decline in 
interest rates which will fully offsetfthe 
saving thus effected. He therefore does 
not see how insurance can be made to cost 
less. 

Mr. Miles M. Dawson, consulting ac- 
tuary of the Armstrong. investigating com- 
mittee, who writes the second paper, takes 
issue with Mr. Weeks. He tacitly con- 
cedes that straight or nonparticipating in- 
surance can be made no cheaper, but partici- 
pating policies, he says, come too high. The 
fact that the insurance companies charge a 


shows that that sum at least covers the 
‘entire cost of straight insurance. Every 
dollar by which the premium on the partici- 
pating policy exceeds that on the nonpar- 
ticipating policy ought to be returned to 
the policy holder with interest. ‘These ex- 
cess payments with interest should be his 
dividends. His dividends do not amount to 
what his excess payments with interest come 
to. They are always less and usually a good 
deal less. This makes insurance in the long 
run cost the participating policy holder much 
more than it does the nonparticipating policy 
holder. The wide disparity between the 
eosts of participating and of nonparticipat- 
ing insurance Mr. Dawson deems ample 
proof that the formeris unduly expensive. 

When experts thus disagree laymen find 
it hard to come to a decision. It is probable, 
however, that most laymen who have fol- 
lowed the investigations in New York will 
accept Mr. Dawson’s conclusion. The facts 
brought out there have shown why partici- 
pating insurance should be expected to be 
excessively costly. Agents have been paid 
15, 20, 50, even 90 per cent more for writing 
participating than for writing nonpartici- 
pating policies. These excessive commis- 
sions bave necessarily come out of the policy 
helders’ “ estimated” dividends, and have, 
therefore, much teduced his actual divi- 
dends. Much of the money which ought to 
have been returned in dividends has also 
been withheld for speculative purposes, paid 
ont in excessive salaries, used in corrupting 
legislatures, and otherwise @isapplied and 
wasted. 

‘It would seem that the abolition of these 
abuses should effect.a considerable re- 
duction in the cost of participating insur- 
ance. How long the reforms would last, 


time participating policies have not proved 
a good investment in the United States, and; 
despite the housecleanings that have been 
taking place in some of the companies and 
the new legislation which is proposed, it is 
net at all sure that they ever wil] be. Prob- 
ably the Wise man will continue to be the 
one who buys insurance exclusively for the 
protection of his family after his death and 
looks about for something else in which to 
put the money he proposes to invest for his 
own benefit. |

Even Salem and Gloucester, which 
the author cites as historic New England 
towns, show respectively 80.8 and 38.6 per 
cent of foreigners. Chicago is the metrop- 
olis of a large native population. Of the 
larger cities not far from Chicago Peoria 
has 15.9, Springfield 13.6, and Terre Haute 
8 per cent of foreigners, while Manchester 
shows 42.6 per cent, Lowell, 43.1, Woon-

socket 44.4, Lawrence 45, and Fall River. 


47.7. The percentages of foreign popula- 
tion of the second generation are even great- 
er in New England, as the foreign races are 
more prolific, 

Boston has more than four times the per- 
éentage of Irish and twice the percentage 
of Russian Jews that Chicago has. New 
York has more than 200,000 more Irish, 
150,000 more Germans, 129,000 more Ital- 
lans, 131,000 more Russian born, 64,000 
more natives of Hungary, Bohemia, and 
Austria. Of the poptilation of Chicago 3.9 
per cent are illiterate, as against 5.1 per 
cent in Boston and 6.8 per cent in New York. 
Twenty-five per cent of the families of Chi- 
cago own their homes, while in Boston the 
percentage is 18.9, In greater New York 
12.1, and in Manhattan and the Bronx 
only 5.9. 

A]l-statements based on i the prevalence in 
Chicago of a poor, homeless, illiterate for- 
elen populatidén aré out of place in a Serious 
publication. They cast discredit upon the 
other statements in the article. As to the 
rage for wealth in Chicago it is safe to 
assert that Chicago does not differ greatly 
from eastern cities in this respect, except 
that {in Chicago wealth is prized more as 
a means to securing the good things of life 
and less as an end in itself or for purposes 
of vulgar display. Chicago has fewer of the 
idle rich, but more of the rich who spend 
their money unselfishly for the good of 
the city.

For the first timein several years the court 
of Dresden is this winter&the scene of a con- 
siderable amount of gayety. The king is giv-. 
ing no less than five state balls, several state 


‘concerts, theatrical entertainments, and any 


number of banquets, the honors being done 
by his aunt, the aged widowe® queen of Sax- 
ony, who is the only child of the laat prince 
of the illustrious house of Vasa, which occu- 
pied the throne of Sweden for several cen- 
turies The old queen’s father was proud of 
his ancestry, and when she received an offer 
of marriage from Napoleon III. he compelled 
her to decline it on the ground that the 
French emperor was a parvenu, 

These gayeties at Dresden have had the 
effect of bringing a large number of members 
of the aristocracy from their country seats 
into the city for the winter, and many pal- 
aces and great houses which have been closed 
for several years past are now the center of 
life and animation. Of course the people of 
Dresden are delighted. For not only will 
this new move on the part of the king relleve 
the deadly dullness of this picturesque city, 
but it will Ukewise improve trade and attract 
wealthy strangers. Last year the king was 
in mourning for hig father, King George, and 
for his sister-in-law, Princess John George of 
Saxony, while in the two previous winters the 
elopement of the crown princess and the 
death of King Albert. had rendered court fea- 
tivities at ec or gayeties of any kind 
out of the question.

Meanwhile the ex-crown princess, after an- 
other projected descent upon Dreaden, which 
was etopped in time by her parents, has at 
length been placed by them under restraint 
inasanitarium, and her little girl already has 
been, or is just about to be, turned over by 
the grand duke and grand duchess of Tus- 
Cany, parents of the ex-crown princess, to 
the king of Saxany. This final disposition of 
the ex-crown, princess is a source of profound 
relief to the various reigning houses of Eu- 
rope, and in particular to the courts of Dres- 
den and of Vienna. For as long as the un- 
fortunate woman was left at liberty there 
was no knowing what she would do next, and 
her absolute lack of responsibility and of 
moral sense rendered any eudden scandal 
possible.

With regard to the story widely printed 
in the American press about King Edward's 
detection of a lady in the act of cheating 
at bridge, after a dinner at the house of Con, 
suelo, duchess of Manchester, in Grosvenor 
square, there are several] reasons for disbe- 
lieving it. The first of these is that if the 
incident had really taken place every pre- 
caution would have been adopted to prevent 
it. from becoming known, and in the second 
place the marquis de Soveral, minister of 
Portugal, who is described as having been 
the altogether innocent partner of the fair 
cheat, has never in his life played bridge, and 
does not even know the game. In fact, he is 
the only member of the king’s immediate cir- 
cle of friends to whom the mysteries of this 
favorite game of the British monarch are 
a closed book. ° 

De Soveral is as great a favorite with the 
queen as he is with the king, extremely pop- 
ular in English society, with which he is in 
closer touch than any other foreigner, and 
has just inherited from a distant relative 
the trifling sum of about $400,000, which, : be- 
ing a bachelor, has the effect of rendering 
him extremely well to do.

Lord Tredegar, who has just been pro- 
moted to the rank of a viscount, is one of the 
few surviving heroes of' that magnificent 
’ Charge of the Six Hundred at Balaklava ” 
which constitutes the theme of the finest and 
most stirring poem of Tennyson. Lord Tred- 
egar, who was one of the officers of the fa- 
mous “ Death or Glory ’”’ Seventeenth lan- 
cers, had his horse shot under him in the 
charge, and only reached the British lines 
by jumping on a gun carriage. After hav- 
ing escaped unwounded from the scene of 
carnage, which Tennyson so justly described 
as ‘‘the jaws of death ” and as “‘ the mouth 
of hell,” {t was a singular fate that he should 
more than forty years later haye lost the 
sight of one of his eyes through the care- 
lessness of a guest whom he had invited to 
shoot with him over his preserves. 

Lord Tredegar is rich, and derives the prin- 
cipal portion of his revenues from a eingle 
mile of railroad which runs through the 
park of his country seat {in Wales and which 
is known as “the golden mile.”” When the 
railroad in that portfon of the country was 
being built’ to Newport it was found neces- 
sary, in order to avoid an enormous circuit 
and great engineering difficulties entailing 
immense and immediate expenditure, to pass 
through Lord Tredegar’s park. To this the 
late lord agreed on the condition that he and 
his heirs should receive a certain royalty for 
every ton of goods carried over that portion 
of the road. 

In those days Newport was far from being 
the important seaport that it is today, and 
the terms were readily accepted. But since 
then the trade of Newport has become ex- 
tensive, and the annual income which the 
lords of Tredegar derive from the royalty 
of the “‘ golden mile ” can only be described 
ae princely. 

Although the barony, by virtue of which 
Lord Tredegar has oceupted until now a seat 
in the house of lords, 1s of relatively modern 
creation, having been conferred upon the 
father of the present peer, yet the family 
is one of the most ancient ir Wates. being 
descended in a direct line from Llewellyn- 
ap-Ivor and from Rhys, prince of South 
Wales.

AN INTERPRETATION OF SHAW. 


Henry L. Mencken Tells What “Candida” 
Is, and Gives His Ideas on 
the Drama. 


R. HENRY L. MENCKEN, an author 
M of whom the reviewer is lamentably 


ignorant, is under the impression 

that some persone may be too much 

occupied with other matters to read 
in fuljpjthe plays of George Bernard Shaw, 
and e has obligingly, if not altogether fair- 
ly, fr ssthear them the scenario of each play, 
filled out with his own interpretation. The 
first sentences of his outline of ‘* Candide ” 
is submitted that the true Shawite may judge 
of the reliability of the author's interpreta- 
tion: 

**Candida,’” says Mr. Menckes, “ig a 
latter day essay in feminine psychology after 
the fashion of ‘A Doll’s House,” *Monna 
Vanna,’ and ‘Hedda Gabler.’ Candida Mo- 
rell, the heroine, is a clergyman’s wife, who, 
lacking an acquaintance with the philoso- 
phies and face to face with the problem of 
earning her daily bread, might have gone 
the muddy way of Mrs. Warren. As it is, 
she exercises her fascinations upon @ moony 
poet, arouses him to tne mad dog stage of 
passion, drives her husband to the verge of 
suicide—and then, with bland complacency 
and unanswerable logic, reads both an ex- 
cellent lecturé, turns the poet out of doors, 
and falls into her husband’s arms, still 
chemically pure. It ts an edifying example 
of the influence of mind over matter.” 

Mr. Mencken has read Huneker, William 
Archer, Cunningham Graham, and the other 
epigrammatic critics, and having something 
of a turn for epigram himself he has made a 


readable book and one likely to further the’ 
stirring habit of disputation. He regards 


Mr. Shaw as an indubitable searcher for 
truth. The drama, he points out, is the rec- 
ord of conflict. Shaw’s conflicts are between 
the orthodox and the heterodox. * Darwin,” 

says Mr. Mencken, “ made this war between 
the faithful and the scoffers the chief con- 
cern of the time, and the sham-smashing 
that is now going on in all the flelds of hu- 
man inquiry’might be compared to the cru- 


 sades that engrossed the world in the middie 


ages. Every one, consciously or unconscious- 
ly, is more or less directly engaged (in it, 
and so, when Shaw chooses conspicuous 
fighters in this war as the chief characters 
of his plays, he is but demonstrating his 
comprehension of human nature as it is 
manifested today.” 

This is quite self-evidently true. Mr. Shaw 
has been trying to help men and women to 
understand themselves. He has invited them 
to come out from behind their own hypoc- 
risy and stand in the open and fight for what 
they are secretly and actually thinking. The 
only difficulty is that In presenting a type 
a dramatist labors under the disadvantage 
that each man, conscious of the variant in- 
stincts, {mpulses, dreams, and principles of, 
his own’ personality, finds the coincidence 
between himself and the depicted character 
too slight to admit of genuine sympathy of 
a subjective sort. While, on the other hand, 
Mr. Shew’s manifest coldness toward the 
creations of his extraordinary fancy causes 
the public, also, to regard with alien eyes 
these odd specimens of humanity whom he 
has caught and speared to his paper for the 
scientific scrutiny of the pessimistic. 

The real trouble with Shaw is; cognizant of 
almost everything though he fs, he has failed 
at the last to be cognizant of what is best: in 
men and women. He has counted in almost 
everything except such little matters as sim- 
picity, ideality, direct, inetinctive sacrifice, 
and genuine, natural affection. It is by these 
things that the greater part of humanity 
moves, and for them the complex play of 
ulterior motives and unconfessed tempta- 
tions ig no more than the dancing of phos- 
phorus over the water. It is there fon an 
hour, giving to the familar scene a curi 
unreality and lending an evil enchantment 
of its own, but presently it is gone and the 
wholesome sea lies under the morning sun 
taking and giving of the fair elements of life, 
The deeps are not disturbed. When Mr. 
Shaw becomes aware of these deeps in the 
human soul and pays to humanity the tribute 
which ft really deserves he will be better 
understood. 

Mr. Mencken has, however, shown more of 

a wense of fitness than to make such trite 
weer ah aa those above. He has brought « 
satirist’s comprehension to a@ greater satir. 
ist’s work. The book ig worth adding to the 
shelf of Shawane-—if one has such a thing.
